Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 - 1 5 are allowed. 
Claim 1 is independent claim. 

As to claim 1, the present invention from the appUcation discloses an inkdrop printer 
comprises '' a synchronization signal generator outputting a synchronization signal to couple the 
print engine/controllers to synchronize their respective strips at the printhead and image decoders 
from the inkdrop printer to perform an expansion, in pipeline fashion, of the compressed pag e 
data". 

The closest prior art such as Silverbrook et al. (US Patent No. 6,447,1 13 Bl), which is 
from IDS, discloses a digital printing system for printing on both surfaces of a sheet of print 
media includes a first print engine and a second print engine in an opposed, aligned relationship 
with the first print engine; and Dunand et al. (US Patent No. 6,068,362), which is from IDS, 
teaches the invention relates to a continuous multicolor ink jet press in which at least one print 
head associated with a sensor and supplied by an ink circuit, a synchronization circuit, connected 
to a process controller. 
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However, the above prior art fail to anticipate or render the above underlined limitations 
of claim 1 obvious.
